Adolph Lewisohn, that eminent 
American citizen who arrived in L’n- 
ited States as an immigrant sixty- 
two years ago, has been asked whe¬ 
ther there are opportunities for ad¬ 
vancement in these modern days, 
comparable with those which present¬ 
ed themselves a half century ago. 

He says that from time to time, 
there are as good chances now as in 
former times.

It is 
especially important that younger 
people be constantly watchful and at¬ 
tentive to the work in which they ex¬ 
pect tq make a success; to be energet¬ 
ic and courageous, but ?.t the same 
time to be careful hot to overdo it 
and not to take too great chances. A 
certain amount of courage is also es¬ 
sential. 

Later on, a successful owner or 
head of it firm, must be loyal, fair, 
and honest with his employees, as 
they must be writh him, else there is 
no final success.”

Carman and George Watt , of Milo 
Win l.and Suit Against H. Deitz 


A law suit of very considerable lo¬ 
cal interest was tried on Friday the 
17th instant at Calgary by The Hon¬ 
ourable Mr. Justice Ives in the Su¬ 
preme Court. The action was brought 
by Carmen and George Watt as 
plaintiffs against Henry Deitz, all of 
Milo, and concerned the ownership of 
a quarter section of land in the Milo 
district. In August of 1927 the plain¬ 
tiffs negotiated with one A. B. Penn, 
formerly of Milo and now of Milner 
B.C., for the purchase of the land for 
$5000.00 cash. Through their brother 
F. L. Watt at High River, arrange¬ 
ments were made with the defendant 
to finance the purchase, title being 
taken in Deitz’ name. There was no 
written agreement and. there was 
some coif’lict of testimony as to ex¬ 
actly what arrangement was made. 
The djefendunt admitted that the 
plaintiffs had arranged for the pur¬ 
chase and that he had advanced the 
money and taken title to the land in¬ 
tending, ;l s he put if, to resell the 
land to the plaintiffs ,at the same 
price with interest, but he claimed 
that the resale was never completed 
arid that therefore the land was his. 
The plaintiffs claimed a definite par¬ 
ole understanding that the $6000.00 
and interest was to be repaid by half 
crop payments. A large and profit- 


A live topic at present is the in¬ 
come tax.

Professional men, such as 
doctors, lawyers, teachers, clergy¬ 
men, etc., contribute $1,716,674, and 
farmers turn in a mere $181,937. " 

The burden of the income tax falls 
as it should, on the wealthy. The 
as it should, on wealthy. The heavy 
taxpayers are 603 persons whose in¬ 
come exceeds $50,000. They made 
up $17,531 each. The next class with 
incomes from thirty to fifty thous¬ 
ands make up 1,016 persons. There

Barring Unforseen Calamities, Vital 
that Wheat Nations Unite 


Healthful Recreation for Ladies and Gentlemen 


Robert Gardiner, president of the 
U.F.A. organization, in a message 
published in the farmers’ magazine, 
expresses hope that the London grain 
cohference will bring some definite- 
result in stabilizing wheat. He says: 
“Apart from some catistrophe such 
a world-wide crop failure or a war 
(irreparable calamity in itself) the 
forthcoming conference offers the on¬ 
ly prospect of bringing to an end the 
cut throat competition in wheat at 
prices much below production cost. 
The most significant feature of the 
proposed conference is the attempt of 
the countries—Argentine, Australia, 
U.S., Canada and Russia—to co-oper¬ 
ate on an international basis on a 
matter vitally concerning their wel¬ 
fare. A success termination of .the 
conference will probably' involve in¬ 
ternational agreements between the 
countries concerned. Then we shall 
arrive at the crux of the problem in¬ 
sofar as individual wheat growers in 
Canada are concerned.”

There j»re as many individuals in a 
dairy herd as there are in a home, 
and there should be kept an individ- 
a ual feed and milk record for each 
cow and sell off poor producers. 

A cow needs food for two purposes 
to keep alive and to produce milk. 
Under normal conditions about half 
of the food is used for the mainten¬ 
ance of the body and the other half 
goes into the milk. 1 

A cow that is fed too mu«;h Will 
produce the same amount of milk 
that she would if she was fed just 
enough. The excess food will be utih- 
i/.ed in adding weight. That extra 
weight is of no value unless the cow 
happens to be underweight or unless 
she happens to he preparing for a 
period when it will be necessary to 
draw upon a reserve. Over-feeding, 
therefore, leads to reduced profits. 

Underfeeding also leads to reduced 
profits but from another cause. Self- 
preservation comes first always. That 
50-50 division of food between what 
is needed to maintain the body and 
the amount that goes into the produc 
tion of milk will not hold good when 
• the cow is fed too little, for the sim¬ 
ple reason that the body needs come 
first. When they are satisfied, then 
production starts. Take a cow weigh 
ing 1,000 pounds, that produces 3 gal¬ 
lons of 4* per cent, butterfat milk 
when fed normally. She. will produce 
that same amount of- milk if overfed 
but possibly only half that amount if 
underfed. The amount that goes for 
body maintenance remains the same 
in all three cases. 

There are a number of general 
rules for feeding dairy cows. An old 
one is to feed Holtseins one pound of 
grain for every three pounds (pints) 
of milk produced. Jerseys are sup¬ 
posed to require one pound of grain 
to every four pounds of milk, with 
Guernseys in between. 

Cows are just as individual in their 
eating as humans. You have to study 
each cow and feed according to her 
production. You must also study the 
combinations of food. Sillage, leg¬ 
ume hays and grains when fed to the 
dairy cow in the right proportions 
will produce milk at a profit. For 
every dollar spent in feed you should 
receive from two to three dollars in 
milk. Study your records, weed out 
the poor ones •and buy new cows to 
replace them. 


In the letter competition instituted 
by the Highwood Hatchery, on the 
subject “How I would Raise 100 
Chicks,” aboui seventy entries were 
received from different parts of 
Southern Alberta.

Aldersyde,.Alberta. 

Dear Sir:- 

When your chicks arrive have your 
brooder house disinfected and thor¬ 
oughly cleaned. Dry soil and short 
straw makes suitable litter. It should 
have one cotton window, as good ven¬ 
tilation is important, hut avoid all 
drafts. Adjust the temperature at 
the edge of hover of coal-burning 
brooder to 98 degrees. There should 
be one square foot to every three 
chicks. 

When vour chicks arrive, feed them 
luke warm water or sour milk. If 
you want healthy, lively chicks, keep 
the dishes and the house scrupulous¬ 
ly clean. Dry chick starter, oyster 
shell, grit and charcoal should be 
before them all the time, as well as 
plenty of clean water in fountains 
and sour milk in crockery dishes. 

Feed green feed after five days. 
When about two weeks, change grad¬ 
ually to growing mash. Weak - chicks 
should' he culled out. 

If you carefully observe the actions 
and languages of your chicks you 
will succeed.
